Dear Sir: 

In response to the restriction requirement set forth in the Office Action mailed 
May 4, 2005, Applicant hereby provisionally elects Group I, claims 36-37 and claims 39-51, as 
they depend from the elected claims; in response to the first species requirement relating to 
regulatory species recited in claims 40 and 41, Applicants elect the T7 RNA polymerase 
promoter; in response to the second species requirement that relates to transactivation domain 
species recited in claims 43 and 44, Applicants elect a transactivation domain obtained from 
Gal4. This election is made with traverse. 

As an initial matter, Applicants note that they believe that the Restriction 
Requirement contained a typographical error with respect to the second species requirement, 
relating to claims 43 and 44. Claims 43 and 44 recite "transactivation domains" not 
"transduction domains." Applicants believe that the Examiner's use of the term "transduction" 
was a typographical error. Accordingly, Applicants have elected a "transactivation domain" 
from Gal4. Should Applicants' understanding be in error, the Examiner is invited to contact the 
undersigned agent to resolve this matter. 
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Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the Restriction Requirement as set 
forth. For example, it is believed that no undue burden would be imposed by examination of 
Groups I and II, because searches for these two groups would overlap significantly. 
Accordingly, it is requested that the restriction requirement be reconsidered and the elected 
claims of Group I be joined to those of Group II. 

A petition for a three month extension of time is submitted herewith. Applicant 
notes that September 4, 2005, was a Sunday, and September 5, 2005, was a federal holiday. 
Although it is not believed that any additional fees are needed to consider this submission, the 
Examiner is hereby authorized to charge our deposit account no. 04-1105 should any fee be 
deemed necessary.
